Vancouver, Nov, 30. — The steamer 
Cutch brings news that the committee 
of the citizens of Skagway are t-.ikitig 
steps to round up the Soupy Smith gang 
who they fear will destroy the city by 
fire if left at large. 

El Jay Choo, a wealthy Rossland Ohi- 
nttman, is flying for his life. He is a 
highbinder and it is alleged that Die Che 
Kung Tong have marked him for death. 
Choo came from San Fraucisco to Ross- 
land and being charmed with the pleas- 
ant, persuasive and eloquent pastor 
Gaudier of the Presbyterian church, he 
became a convert and gave freely to 
church work. A mouth passed, and then 
like a bolt out of the clear sky he per- 
ceived the secret sign of fellow high- 
binders in Rossluud: "You are accused 
of prostituting the secrets of the society 
and will be killed." Choo sought his 
pastor, and Mr. Gaudier tried to induce 
him to stay in his house, but he declined, 
saying: "1 must tly to some place where 
there ure no Chinamen." He arrived in 
Vuneouver to-day with a letter from Mr. 
Gaudier to Rev. Mr. Muelaren, who se- 
cured a strong body guard of police for 
the trembling convert of Presbyteriunism 
who was escorted to the C.P.R. station, 
surrounded by 100 Chinamen. The police 
kept close to Choo till he was on the 
train. He fears that he will be headed 
off and murdered before he reaches his 
haven of refuge in Eastern Canada. 

The commission of inquiry into the 
cause of the New Westminster fire and 
the reason the firemen were helpless to 
stop the conflagration closed its labors 
to-day with most sensational evidence 
from foreman John Watson of the wat- 
erworks. He deposed: "I showed my 
report about low pressure of water to 
Mayor Ovens, who told me to say noth- 
ing about it as the insurance companies 
might hear about it. " As the evidence 
to date shows that low water was evi- 
dently the cause of the destruction of the 
business portion of the city Mr. Watson's 
evidence was painfully listened to. Aid. 
Sinclair, the next witness, expressed sur- 
prise that the press did not publish or 
print the low water report. Mayor Ov- 
ens denied Mr. Watson's evideuce. Many 
subsequent witnesses proves that, the 
water was very low when the fire broke 
out. The insurance companies were con- 
templating raising the rates shortly be- 
fore the lire.

— The Ainsworth, :i 
small steamer plying between Nelson 
and Bonner's Ferry, was wrecked last 
night (luring a storm on Kootenay lake, 
sis of her crew and three passengers 
being drowned. 

The Ainsworth left Nelson last even- 
ing on her regular trip, and when about 
six miles south of Pilot Bay, and about 
two and a half miles from shore, during 
a heavy sen, she was struck by a squall, 
and commenced taking in water. 

The captain headed her for the shore, 
but she heeled over ou her side, filling 
immediately. 

The passengers drowned were Charles 
Campbell, a merchant of Kuskonook, 
and two Italians of Kuskonook. 

Onpt. Lean, First Engineer Kane and 
J. Donnelly, a deck-hand, reached shore 
in the life-boat. The balance of the 
crew, whose names are as follows, were 
drowned: Perry, mate; James Mc- 
Neill, fireman; John Gurn, steward; 
Joseph Davis, deck-hand; 0. Hume, 
cook, and the second engineer, whose 
name cannot he learned at present. The 
Ainsworth was owned by Braden Bros., 
of the Pilot Bay smelter. 

Kevclstoke, Nov. 30 — The Ainsworth 
had been tied up for some time, and was 
considered by many to bo an unsafe 
craft. To them news of her loss does 
not come as a surprise. She was a 
stern-wheel steamer, built by Bremmer, 
Watson and Jorvnus at Ainsworth in 
18«.K). She was 100 feet long.

She was delayed by storms and ad- 
verse winds. 

THE SCARED SHENANDOAH. 

San Francisco, Nov. 30. — The four- 
masted shin Shenandoah arrived in port 
to-day, days from Baltimore. It 

will be remembered that the Shenandoah 
was the subject of ninny sensational 
stories during the first part of of the 
Spanish-American war. News of her 
supposed capture was telegraphed from 
many places. Rut the vessel managed 
to elude the Spanish gunboats and reach 
England in safety in tow of a British 
tug, which took her in charge off the 
Irish coast. She afterwards sailed for 
Baltimore and loaded for this city. Her 
commander, Cnpt. Starkey, went far out 
of his course on the trip to this port, in 
order to avoid Spanish privateers and 
war vessels, and learned to-day for the 
first time of the outcome of the war and 
the signing of the peace protocol. 

San Francisco, Nov. 30. — The Ship- 
Owners' Association, which controls 
coastwise shipping, to-day ordered a re- 
duction of $'t a month in wages for all 
classes of seamen. The new schedule 
is as follows: On coal ships, $25; on 
vessels to Honolulu, $25; to Mexican 
ports, $20; on lumber vessels, $20. 

The presence of so many unemployed 
sailors in the port is given by seamen 
as (lie cause of the reduction, and it is 
anticipated that the sailors' union will 
take action in the matter. The present 
scale is the lowest ever paid seamen on 
the coast.

Scotsmen relebrate Their Patron 
Saint's Anniversary by a Ban 
quet at the Drlard. 



Soii^s and Mountain Dew, Soda 
Watvr and Haggis With 
Speeches Thrown In. 



The Scotsmen always take a great deal 
of pride in celebrating the anniversary 
of their patron saint and throughout 
the world St. Andrew's Day is perhaps 
more universally honored than that of 
any other saint in the calendar with per- 
haps the exception of Santa Claus. 
Times in British Columbia are purlieu 
larly bright just now and perhaps it was 
this that gave an even livelier touch to 
the annual banquet of the St. Andrew's 
and Caledonian Society at the Driard 
last night. The gathering was evidently 
larger than last year's and a jollier lot of 
people never put their legs under n din- 
ner table. 

According to what is now becoming 
ancient custom, for the society will cele- 
brate its fortieth birthday next year, the 
officers who were elected several weeks 
ago were installed by Rev. Dr. Camp-

There was great applause over the 
telegram from the Governor-General. 
TOAST LIST. 

The greetings disposed of, the next 
thing was the toast list. 

The Queen and Royal Family were 
received witli loyal honors. 

The President of the United States 
was toasted by President Helmckcn. 
witli a happy allusion to tic dignified 
way in which the republic had come 
successfully out of the war with Spain, 
and be referred to the friendly feeling 
existing between the Empire and the 
United. States. 

United States Consul Smith, in a 
graceful and eloquent reply, thanked the 
assemblage for the hearty reception of 
the toast. The war with Spain was a 
war for humanity (hear, hear), and the 
United States did not seek it, but in 
the cause of the down-trodden people of 
Cuba it had to he made, and he knew 
that the people of the British Empire 
had given their sympathy in the struggle. 
On more than one occasion the British 
flag bad kept other nations from inter- 
fering in that war. The year that hud 
just passed hud brought about a great 
union of the sentiment of the Anglo- 
Saxon race, for blood was thicker than 
water, and John Bull and Uncle Sam 
would Stand together in their progress 
and development. The United States 
bad assumed great responsibilities in 
extending her possessions, but she was 
only following Great Britain's example, 
and, like Great Britain, wherever the 
United Slates Hag was carried it would 
stand for liberty and freedom. He had 
lately returned from the United Stales, 
and he found there the hearts of the 
people were growing closer to Great 
Britain. " I thank God," he concluded, 
"that we are kith and kin." As lie sat 
down, a trpmeudous burst of applause 
broke from the guests, showing how 
heartily in sympathy they were witli 
Mr. Smith's remarks. 

Ex-President J. H. Falconer proposed 
the toast of' the Governor-General and 
the Lieutenant-Governor of British Col- 
umbia. The Queen made a happy 
choice in making Lord Minto Governor- 
General, for he was no stranger to Can- 
ada and. wha I was more, believed in the 
illimitable resources of the Dominion, 
"as I do myself," added Mr. Falconer, 
smiling. Lord Minto, too, was a 
Scotchman and a patron of the Society, 
and though he could not be hero at the 
banquet, he would next year, no doubt. 

The toast was received with the usual 
honors and the singing of " For They 
Arc Jolly Good Fellows." 

The "Big Four" sang a couple of 
their best quartettes, to the delight of 
everybody. 

"The Ariny, Navy nnd Volunteers" 
was, by request of the president, pro- 
posed by Senator Maedonald, " The 
Navy," said the Senator, "is to our ene- 
mies a terror, and to us a pride." He 
briefly referred to the glories of the 
British navy, and in speaking of the 
army, his reference to Kitchener brought 
a hearty round of applause. The volun- 
teers, as well as the army and navy, 
would do their duty whenever they were 
called upon. 

Lieut.-Col; Prior, M. P., responded, 
and in doing so said that no better man 
could be found there to-night to propose 
the toast of " The Army nnd Nnvy," 
ns that gentleman had .a son In each. 



As for the. army, to-diiy it hud in no 
wise deteriorated from Its former high 
standard. Never before had there 
been such a powerful navy as Britain 
possessed to-day, ami as for the volun- 
teers, they were of the same flesh and 
blood as the men in the regular branches 
of the service. They had in Victoria a 
battalion under command of Lieut.-Col. 
Gregory that had won prizes against the 
whole of the militia of Canada. For 
himself, he .was proud of being in com- 
mand of the Fifth legiuient.a body of 
men of which British Columbia might 
well be proud. 

Lieut.-Col. Gregory also replied to the 
toast, and suggested that the St. An- 
drew's Society could do its part towards 
encouraging the militia by sending more 
Scottish blood into the Fifth regiment. 

Major Mat lor as u former member of 
the Scottish militia, endorsed every 
word that had been littered about the 
militia and volunteers, and pointed out 
that some of the best officers, of the 
regular army had been men who had 
passed from the militia. In talking of 
the lighting qualities of the Scotch, the 
gallant major said that he believed that 
u Scotsman would face the devil him- 
self to ihc music of the pipes. 

Mr. W. J. Mackle worked up the Scot- 
tish blood with " Scotland Yet." 

Licut.-Col. Gregory proposed " The 
Clergy and Medical Profession," two 
professions, In; said, which, like our 
taxes, are always witli us. 

Dr. Eraser in responding jokingly, said 
that as doctor of the society his duties 
had been very light, being chiefly to in- 
tend the annual banquets. 

Dr. Holden, Dr. Hart and Dr. De Cow 
of the Northwest Mounted Police made 
brief responses, the list named gentle- 
man making some very witty hits. There 
being no clergymen present the president 
responded for them, 

Major Mutter proposed "The Land we 
Left and the Land we Live in," a toast, 
in; said, that must be dear to the hearts 
of every Scotchman. 

Mr. John II. Macgowan of Cincinnati 
made a very eloquent reply. He was 
proud that lie had been born under the 
Union Jack, although he was taken to 
the United States in 1830 from Scotland. 
He paid a glowing tribute to Queen Vic- 
toria. He wiih in New York when Samp- 
son and Schley came into port and on 
that day the Stars and Stripes and the 
Union Jack were entwined. He wound 
up by going up the room and shaking 
bands with the president to the cheers of 
the guests. 

A song by Mr. Walker preceded the 
next toast proposed by Mr. Russell: 

"TheSenafe, Dominion Parliament and 
the Legislative Assembly of British Co- 
lumbia." He regretted that Mr. W. A. 
Robertson, who had been down for the 
toast, hud to leave the room from ill 
health early in the evening, but made a 
capital substitute. 

Responses were made by Senator Mae 
donald, who said Unit if the parliament 
of Canada hud asked for a money vote 
last year for a Stikine railway but the 
senate were not prepared to hand over 
a large land grant. The senate hud al- 
ways been a friend of British Columbia. 
As for the Sorby harbor scheme for Vle> 
toria, he believed it would be a great 
thing for the city and Hie minister of 
public works had promised to look into 
it and give an answer next session. 

Senator Templeaian spoke brieily to 
the same toast and said that while the 
senate needed some reforms there was 
more independence of action in that 
body than it was always credited with. 

Licut.-Col. Prior, BLP., spoke for the 
House of Commons, saying in reference 
to the Yukon bill that if he had been in 
Ottawa at the time he would have voted 
for it. The land that it was proposed to 
give away was not part of British Co- 
lumbia and if the rest of the Dominion 
wished to do that and it would benefit 
British Columbia be did not see why 
British* Columbia should object. As for 
independence in parliament he said that 
although occasionally a man might in 
the interest of his constituents have to 
vote against his party, it was desirable 
that a man should belong to one party or 
the other and to stick to it. 

Mr. Earle, M.P.. in regard to tile Yu- 
kon railway said- he hud opposed it oni 
t lie conditions on which it was proposed, 
though there ''was ho 'man here who 
would have received more benefit from 
it He felt then us lie felt now, that 
the government should not hesitate to 
vote money to build a road into the 
Yukon, but be could not approve of the 
land grunt that it had been proposed to 
give.

The Winnipeg Free Press complains 
that the Manitoba fruit market is ue- 
glcctcx) by everyone except the Oulifoi-- 
jiiiL producers. Professor Robertson, of 
the Agricultural Commission, 1ms also 
directed intention to this matter. We 
linel in the Free Preys also copious ex- 
tracts from Ontario papers on the sub- 
ject. One great ground of complaint is 
that the fruit setit from Ontario is not 
well .selected or carefully packed. This 
objection is too common in regard to 
Canadian shipments of agricultural pro- 
duce. Producers seem to forget that the 
eye of the customer is the first to pass 
judgment upon any article offered for 
sale. 

British Columbia has not yet been 
much considered in connection with the 
Manitoba fruit market, but in some linos 
this province is able to supply the very 
highest grades. The fruit, market on 
the prairies is one that is worth looking 
after. It will grow from year to year. 
It is to be hoped that such British Col- 
umbia producers as cuter for it will not 
make the error attributed to those of 
Ontario. Depend upon it. there is a 
profit in putting fruit up in the best pos- 
sible shape. 



THE PRICE OF LIBERTY. 

The expression ''eternal vigilance is the 
price of liberty " lias of late passed into 
disrepute, but. it is full or truth. Nothing 
slips away from a people as readily as 
freedom. In some parts of the United 
States the substance of freedom has in 
many ways been lost, although its 
shadow remains. Those who are fatnil 
ittr with British ideas of individual lib- 
erty can have little idea, unless after 
personal observation, of the manner in 
which officials ami a. judiciary, controlled 
by politicians and corporations, have 
managed to filch first one and then an- 
other right from the people. Not long 
ago an experienced newspaper man in 
the United States, a man whose whole 
life had been spoilt in that country, and 
who is familiar with the conditions exist- 
ing in every part of it. expressed his 
complete surprise at the idea of indi- 
vidual liberty which every British sub- 
ject claims as his Birthright. The 
courts of the United States choke free- 
dom of speech in a manner which would 
not be tolerated in British countries for 
a single instant. The labor troubles, 
which have on more than one occasion 
led to bloodshed in that country, th 
sroat social problems which thinking 
men have said ought to lead the country 
refuse to enter upon a period of terri- 
torial expansion, are all due to this filch- 
ing of the liberties of the people. Men 
distrust the courts, because they hav< 
learned that justice is not to be oxpectei 
from them, because they know that poli 
tical partisanship and corporation con 
trol have usurped the throne of justice 
The strength of British freedom is ti 
be found in " that fierce light which 
beats upon the throne," and upon every 
one else in official position, and while 
this light remains undimmcd the Em- 
pire will remain 

"A land where girt by friends or foes, 
A man may speak the thing he will." 



ONE GUARANTEE OF PEACE. 

Each week brings a fresh batch of 
rumors of war, but we are told very lit 
tie of the forces which are working for 
peace. One of these is the social condi- 
tion of Europe. It is absolutely true 
that there is only one first-class power 
in Europe, whose government dare trust 
the people, and that, of course, is the 
United Kingdom. Of the powers of a 
lower grade, .Switzerland, Holland, Den- 
mark, Norway and Sweden are doubt- 
less safe from social troubles; but all 
the great continental powers are simply 
like so many volcanoes, which any day 
may break out. in an eruption that will 
completely transform them. If we would 
seek the cause of this, we must go back 
many centuries. The sturdy British 
conception of the rights of men has no 
counterpart in Europe outside of the 
countries enumerated. It takes many gen- 
erations to eradicate the taint of slavery 
from the blood, and it is not very long 
since the majority of the people of Con- 
tinental Europe emerged from what was 
to all intents and purposes a condition 
of slavery. There are some conspicuous 
exceptions, For example, it is said that 
the people of the canton of Vaud, Swit- 
zerland, have never since historic times 
been enslaved. Caesar overran the 
country with his victorious legions, but 
never enslaved the people, and the feu- 
dal system never reached it: with its de- 
basing influences. The Basques of the 
Pyrenees are another race that have 
never been in slavery, and so generally 
is this admitted, that it is a saying in 
Spain that to lie born n Basque is to he 
horn a noble. A Basque will not un- 
cover his head in the presence of the 
King of Spain. But with these and a 
few other exceptions, there is hardly a 
race in continental Europe, except those 
of Scandinavian and Dutch stock, that 
is not made up of the descendants of 
slaves for the most part. These people 
do not understand the rights of men ns 
Britons and other historic races of free 
men do. Hence the denial of the righ! 
of free speech) press censorship, prosecu- 
tions for lese majeste, secret tribunals, 



the' domination of the military element, 
as shown by murderers unpunished in 
Germany, and judicial outrages iu 
France; hence also anarchism and 
nihilism, whose gospel is assassination. 

A break-up of the conditions of society 
in continental Europe is inevitable. 
The long oppressed lower classes will 
one day rise and overthrow those who 
have held them in subjection. Only the 
strength of the military arm of the sev- 
eral governments keeps them down. 
War would weaken this and hasten the 
denouement, and every ruler and every 
chancellor in Europe knows this. The 
surest guarantee of peace is this know- 
ledge. It is not fear of defeat in war 
that makes the Czar ask for a disarma- 
ment. It. is what would be certain to 
come after war. 

THE SILVER-DEAD INDUSTRY. 

The Rossland Miner prints an editor- 
ial on the silver-lead industry, which we 
reproduce elsewhere. The point treated 
is or extreme importance. It is perhaps 
premature to say that the Canadian 
cciianiissioriers will fail to secure the 
removal of the American duty on lead 
bullion, and it may be of very little use 
now to make any further representa- 
tions to Ottawa on the subject, that is 
so far as they are likely to have any in- 
llueiiee upon the negotiations no win 
progress. If Sir Wilfrid Laurier and 
his colleagues do not already understand 
the merits of the claim made on behalf 
of the industry, it. will be hopeless to en- 
deavor to enlighten them. It seems as 
if the wiser plan would be to await de- 
velopments at the conference, and if 
these are unfavorable to our interests, 
to unite in a strong demand upon par- 
liament for relief. It may not be the 
fault of any one in Canada, if the Un- 
ited States refuses to accede to the re- 
quest for the abolition of the duty; but 
it will be the duty of the government 
forthwith to devise and of parliament 
to carry into effect, a plan whereby this 
great industry may be relieved from 
the burdens which now handicap it.

CO NO ERN I N G COLONIZATION. 

What British Columbia needs more 
than anything else is population. The 
number of its inhabitants is increasing 
with great rapidity, but the majority of 
them are finding their way into the 
towns and cities. Our vast areas of 
fertile land adapted In the very way for 
agriculture and stock raising, remain 
largely undeveloped. Meanwhile we 
are sending abroad millions of dollars 
every year for farm produce that could 
just as well be produced in the province. 
How can this condition of things be 
remedied? 

The Colonist does not favor assisted 
Immigration as a general proposition. 
Exceptional cases occur when it may be 
warranted, and we think they have oc- 
curred in this province heretofore. But 
as a general proposition, it is better to 
lie content with opening the country 
to settlement and then making its ad- 
vantages known. In tins way the prov- 
ince is likely to secure the best class of 
settlers. We are familiar with the 
working of the assisted immigration l>ol- 
icy in several of the provinces and else- 
where, and think the general conclusion 
warranted that, in expending money to 
induce immigrants to take up farms, 
there is always a danger that many of 
those assisted are representatives of a 
class which does not do well in any 
country. The majority may be desir- 
able settlers, who will persevere in their 
efforts to make themselves homes in a 
new country, but. the cost, when it 
comes to he divided up among these, is 
rather more than what can very well be 
justified. We have in mind three cases, 
Uireo efforts of this kind made in the 
East. Two of tlicm were made in New 
Brunswick and one in the State of 
Maine. The first of the three was m 
Maine, and was the establishment of a 
Swedish colony in the celebrated county 
of Aroostook. It was a success. The 
settlers were selected under the direction 
of W. W. Thomas, at one time United 
States minister to Sweden, yet a very 
considerable portion of them only avail- 
ed themselves of the assistance given 
them as a means of getting into the 
country, and strayed away to the cities. 
Enough remained to make a very ex- 
cellent colony, which bus been increased 
by new comers; hut. the experiment has 
not been repeated. The first experiment 
i n Now Brunswick was with a colony of 
Danes, selected under the direction of 
the Hon, Benjamin Stevenson, Survey- 
or-General. It also was a success, but 
the proportion of those who simply used 
the colonization scheme as a means of 
getting to America, was larger than in 
the Maine experiment, probably because 
a larger proportion of the immigrants 
were selected from the cities of Denmark. 
The second New Brunswick experiment 
was entrusted to an official of the An- 
chor Line Steamship Company, and was 
the establishment of a colony of people 
from Kincardineshire, Scotland. Owing 
to had judgment shown in the selection 
of the site for the colony, the experi- 
ment seemed likely to be a disastrous 
failure, but Scotch perseverance made it 
a success, but in this case, as in others, 
a considerable portion of the colonists 
simply availed themselves of the oppor- 
tunity of getting to America and did not 
remain upon the firms allotted to them. 
Looking at these fine scttlcmnts as they 
are to-day, it would not be said that even 
the great cost of each to the governments 
undertaking them has not been fully re- 
paid, but it is noteworthy that the ex- 
periments have not been repeated. In 
both the New Brunswick cases, the col- 
onies have, like that in Maine, been re- 
inforced by immigrants who have come 
out at their own expense hi consequence 
of the reprcBsritatidns made to them by 
the first, settlers. Doubtless the result 
oC' the experiments along the same lines 
ia this province will have similar gooel 
results, but we are not Inclined to favor 



any extensive scheme of assisted coloni- 
zation. About all that the province ought 
to undertake is to ascertain definitely 
about specific localities, and devise some 
means of getting the information before 
possible settlers. 

For example: Last summer a fine 
tract of hind was surveyed on the West 
Coast of Vancouver Island. It lies be- 
tween Barclay and Clayoquot sounds. It 
is admirably adapted to mixed farming 
and stock raising. It is readily reached 
by steamer. There is an excellent mar- 
ket close at hand for everything that can 
be grown, and as mining increases iu the 
neighborhood, the market will rapidly 
be enlarged.' There is perhaps no place 
in Canada where a colony of industrious 
people could do better than there. We 
are not sure how large an erea of first- 
class land is available in that particular 
locality, but venture the guess that there 
is room for u hundred good farms. Pos- 
sibly there may not be so much, but it' 
the limit is fifty, the fact is worth mak- 
ing known. Some one in touch with the 
tide of emigration from Great Britain 
ought to be able to give definite informa- 
tion as to this exceptionally line oppor- 
tunity for a limited number or farmers 
to settle themselves in British Columbia, 
than which no other part of the world 
offers better chances for the sons of a 
farmer. 

The latter point is one that ought to 
be kept prominently to the front. 'Among 
the questions which intending settlers of 
the agricultural class are apt to ask— the 
writer of this article speaking from per- 
sonal experience can say that nine out of 
ten persons contemplating settlement in 
Canada ask this question— one of the first 
is: What chance is there for my family 
in case they do not wish to follow agri- 
culture? Surely no other part of the 
Empire can offer ns many inducements 
to settlers ia this regard as British Col 
umbia. 

We mention this one locality, but there 
must bo scores of others almost if not 
quite equal to this one in every respect. 
Our suggestion is that the government 
should charge itself with the duty of 
ascertaining what localities are special- 
ly desirable from the settlers' stand- 
point, and make the information public 
in some way, not only in Great Britain 
but in Eastern Canada. 




The following is the Ottawa Citizen's 
description of Indian summer, and with 
a word or two of change would lit 
a line winter's day in Victoria as well as 
if it was made for it: 

When the sky dome is a close-hung 
oval of faded blue, and the earth seems 
to have that tired feeling; the shade 
trees stand out in bunches of dark, 
prickly spines against the raw red brick 
of the house; the mild, balmy air is fra- 
grant with the incense of burning leaves;

There were two motions in connection 
with the provincial election cases set 
down to be heard yesterday morning. 
One of these, however, the attempt by 
counsel on Mr. Prentice's side to have 
the editor and manager of the Colonist 
committed for contempt— was adjourned 
until Monday. 

The other motion was made by Mr 
Langley on behalf of the respondent in 
Martin vs. Deane to have the petition of 
Mr. Martin struck off the files, or in the 
alternative to have particulars delivered 
in writing, and for a change of venue 
to Kamloops. This application was 
made on the ground that the election 
was not held on July 9, as set out in 
be petition, but 011 the 25th June and 
12tb July: that no copy of the petition 
had been left with the master to send to 
the returning officer; that no copy of 
the petition was sent by the prescribed 
officer to the returning officer, and that 
the petition was not published in accord- 
ance with the act. 

Mr. Gordon Hunter opposed the appli- 
cation, which was heard before the Chief 
Justice. The Chief Justice dismissed 
with costs the application to strike off 
the petition. It was shown that a copy 
of the petition had been left with the 
master, and had been forwarded by him 
to the returning officer. The Chief Jus- 
tice held that as to the publishing of 
the petition, the petitioner could not be 
held liable for the commission or omis- 
sion of any act by a statutory officer in 
the performance of a statutory duty. 
The portion of the application referring 
to the change of venue and to particu- 
lars was adjourned, and in the meantime 
it is intended to ask for an inspection 
of the ballots.

DROWNED AT SIIAAVNIGAN. 

Mr. John Partridge Loses His Life by 
an Accident at the Lake. 

A drowning fatality that robs A r ie- 
toria of one of her best known and 
most energetic citizens occurred at 
Shawnignn lake yesterday, the victim 
being .Mr. John Partridge, proprietor of 
the Lansdownc dry goods house, and 
for three terms a representative of the 
Centre ward on the aldermanic hoard. 
The deceased gentleman had gone up 
the line by the morning train with a 
couple of drummer friends, intending to 
spend the day in fishing— a sport to 
which he was devoted. He also took a 
gun with him, intending presumably to 
have a shot at a deer if one presented 
itself. He left the hotel, according to 
the meagre particulars obtainable last 
evening, between 11 o'clock and noon. 
The last seen of him in life was while 
he was rowing leisurely in the direction 
of the AVest arm, and it was there at 
about 3:30 in the afternoon where bis 
body was discovered by two of the 
sawmill hands, in the water and about 
50 yards from shore. There had been 
a high wind blowing all day, and it is 
presumed that the little craft was over- 
turned and .Air. Partridge lost his life 
while trying to swim to shore or to 
cling to the overturned boat. The body 
was recovered by the discoverers of the 
tragedy and taken to the hotel, where it 
will remain until the calling of the 
dewn train, by which it will be 
brought to A'ictoria for interment. 

The deceased gentleman was a native 
of Norfolk, England, and a' son of Mr. 
T. J. Partridge, of the waterworks de- 
partment of the city government. He 
came with his family to this province 
and city in 1802, and by the exercise of 
natural ability had built up one of the 
best businesses of its kind in the city. 
He had also given A'ictoria the benefit of 
his good judgment on several occasions, 
serving as a member of the aldermanic 
board for three different tonus. He was 
also an influential Odd Fellow and mem- 
ber of the A. O. U. AV. Besides a 
widow, the late Air. Partridge leaves 
especially bereaved a father, four broth- 
ers and three sisters, all well known 
residents of A'ictoria. where they are 
among the most respected of the pio- 
neers. 

Mr. Tateman. or Ibis city, who came 
down from Shawnignn on the noon train 
said last evening that he saw Air. Part- 
ridge leave the hotel about 11 o'clock to 
cross the lake to Mr. Halhed's house in 
a small boat. It was stormy at the 
time, and the wafer was very rough.

Winter Has Set Her Seal on the 
Northern Country and the 
' Lakes Are Freezing. 



Capt. Rant, government agent and 
gold commissioner for the most norther- 
ly section of British Columbia, including 
the now famous At! in gold fields, reach- 
ed the city by yesterday's noon train 
from Namiimo, having made the trip 
from Skagway to the Coal City on the 
steamer Dutch. The captain left Lake 
Bennett on November 20, at which time 
the big lake was partly frozen over, and 
the smaller lakes between Bennett and 
the Summit were covered with ice suffi- 
ciently strong to hold a iunn, but not 
a horse. The winter trail as far as 
Bennett, he says, should be in good con- 
dition now, while the route through to 
Dawson should be ready for sleighing 
by December 15. lie does not antici- 
pate heavy travel to Dawson during the 
winter, although he believes many will 
come out over the ice. The police and 
express company's posts have been es- 
tablished and provisioned along the 
route, and will be a great help to the 
men coming out. In fact, Capt. Bant 
believes that they will bo the cause of 
more men coming out than can afford to 
make the trip, and the Dominion govern 
merit will in consequence, be put. to con 
siderable expense providing for them. 

As to the Atlin district, the captain 
says there is no doubt about its richness, 
but all the reports that, are brought out 
should not lie believed. It is. an im- 
mense and wonderful country, and al- 
though many claims have been staked, 
there is still room for more. The latest 
strike he had heard of was on a creek 
which had since been called Bonanza 
creek. A surveyor has partly laid out 
a trail from Log Cabin to Atlin. a dis- 
tance of between 80 and 100 miles, but 
was delayed on account of the bogs. 
As soon as these were frozen over, 
which is no doubt the case by this time, 
he was to have continued the work. 

Very cold weather was experienced on 
the trip from Lake Bennett to Skag- 
way, the thermometer at Dog Cabin 
registering 120 below zero, with a strong 
wind blowing. There were still 850 
men at work on the railway, but they 
were quitting daily. One poor fellow 
was found by Messrs. Ileaney and Hys- 
lop nearly frozen to death behind a 
rock. He wanted to be left, but they 
carried and drugged him to the nearest 
habitation, four miles distant, where b 
revived. The rescue was carried out 
with the greatest difficulty, and at the 
risk of the lives of the rescuers, the 
weather being bitterly cold. 

Capt. Rant came down under instruc- 
tions from the 'provincial government to 
report on the conditions of the country. 
One of the questions to be considered 
is the re-staking of claims by ex-Mayor 
Grant, but in regard to this and other 
official matters the commissioner could 
not offer an opinion until he had con' 
ferred with the government. 

FARMERS' INSTITUTE MEETING. 

Needs to the Maple Ridge and Coquit- 
jam Districts Explained by Reso- 
lution. 

Tort Honey, Nov. 10.— A regular meet- 
ing of the Maple Ridge and Coquitlnm 
Farmers' Institute was held here to-day. 
Shortly after the appointed hour the 
meeting was called to order. Arter the 
reading of the minutes of the previous 
meeting the president, in his opening ad 
dress, introduced the matter of establish- 
ing creameries and pointed out that the 
country was suitable and the material 
at hand. There was no reason for de- 
lay in establishing one in this locality. 

Messrs. Cunningham and Palmer gave 
excellent and practical instructions re- 
garding butter making, fruit pests and 
diseases, etc. Mr. Palmer showed that 
the dreaded San Jose scale was largely 
in evidence yet, and was likely to be; it 
could only be kept down by a constant 
vigilance. 

A desultory discussion connneeted with 
shipping of plums took place. Mr. Fer- 
guson stated that he had seen crates of 
plums from this vicinity at Winnipeg 
which were badly spoiled and he could 
not see why this should occur in a three 
days' journey. The following resolutions 
were then passed: Moved by Mr. Bas- 
omworth, seconded by Mr. Wilson: 
"That the controller of customs be res- 
pectfully requested' to provide adequate 
means to effectually prevent the intro- 
duction of American fruit and fruit trees 
into this province by way of smuggling 
in country districts thereby opening ave- 
nues for the introduction of fruit pests 
and diseases. Also that the government 
be requested to enact legislation to com- 
pel all nurserymen to furnish guarantee 
bonds to all purchasers that the trees 
sold to them are true to name." 

"Resolved, that in the opinion of this 
meeting the regulations of the provincial 
board of horticulture have proven of 
great value to the horticultural interests 
Of the province at largo in protecting 
our orchards from fruit pests and dis- 
eases, such a 9 the San Jose scale and 
codlln moth, which have been and still 
mo the cause of enormous loss to the 
fruit growers of the Pacific Coast and 
Eastern Canada, and in keeping the mar- 
kets of the province free from fruit in- 
fected with those and other destructive 
pests and diseases. We are also of 
opinion that a strict enforcement of the 
regulations in local matters r<--':! tln b' t0 
fruit growing and marketing in the prov- 
ince Tf}H btf fa tlu > best interests of the 
producers and consumers of fruit, iiihl 
that a copy of this resolution be for- 
warded to 'the superintendent of insti- 
tutes for presentation to the minister of 
agriculture; and also calling his atten- 
tion to the fact that this province is not 
being fairly and equally treated as re- 
gards the dairying interests compared 
with the other provinces." 

Moved by Mr. IT. Ferguson, seconded 
by Mr. Metcalfe: "That the superinten- 
dent of institutes take the necessary 
steps for the formation of a central in- 
stitute." 

Moved by Mr. Wilson, seconded by Mr. 
Ferguson: "That the secretary take the 
necessary steps for procuring n library/' 

Moved' by Mr. Ferguson, seconded by 
.Mr. ■ Hampton: "That the government 
be requested to establish three experi- 
mental spraying stations, at Hammond, 
Ilnnev and Whonnock." 

A vote of thnnks was tendered to the 
speakers for their excellent ^dresses. 
The meeting then adjourned nntil the niir 
nnnl, meeting «n December 31, nt Ham 
inond. at 10 o'clock n.m.

ASSAULTED HIS WIFE. 

Such Was the Charge Laid Against 
James Condron Yesterday. 

An information has been sworn to by 
Mrs. Condron charging her husband, 
James Condron with an assault, alleged 
to have taken place at a Douglas street 
hotel on Sunday evening, affording quitt 
an exciting few minutes for the lodgers. 
Mrs. Condron, who has been separated 
from her husband for some time, is en- 
gaged as nurse to a lady staying at the 
hotel-tin question. 

On Sunday evening as she was leav- 
ing the hotel for her home she was met 
at the foot of the stairs by her husband, 
who, according to all reports, was under 
the influence of liquor. She retreated up- 
stairs, where the sympathies of a brawny 
young Nova Scotian were aroused on 
her behalf. With her escort Mrs. Con- 
dron again started for home but only 
to find the husband Btill waiting at th 
doorway. This time he heaped his abuse 
on the escort, and in such loud tones 
tluit Mrs. Condron, to save a scene, ran 
back into the hotel, her husband fol 
lowing close behind her and the escort 
bringing up the rear. 

By this time there was quite a gather- 
ing of guests on the landing and Mr. and 
Mrs. Condron stated their sides of the 
trouble to a learned audience. It was 
finally decided that they should go into 
the parlor together and quietly talk over 
their troubles. This Condron thought 
was a good opportunity to get even with 
his wife and shutting the door commenc- 
ed to abuse her. The gentleman who in 
the first instance had offered his ser- 
vices as escort again came to the rescue 
and Condron learned how it. felt to run 
against the list, of a strong young man. 

He retreated into the street threat 
ening to return with a gun. He did re- 
turn but in the meantime the escort had 
provided himself with a very dangerous 
looking hut perfectly harmless weapon 
and had stationed himself at the bead of 
the stairway. As soon as Condron caught 
sight of the weapon he lied, only to come 
back again in company with two police 
officers. When they learned the facts 
of the case, explained to them by no less 
a dignitary than a crown minister, they 
started Condron on his way home. 

On Tuesday evening Condron caused 
his wife more trouble, going to the resi- 
dence of a friend in Victoria West, 
where their three-year-old child has been 
cared for, and forcibly taking it away. 
Ail yesterday the mother, assisted by 
friends and police were searching for the 
child.

New York's Sick Soldiers In Hono- 
lulu Now Eejoiciiig- at Their 
Jtecall. 



Hawaii's Sugar Output For Two 
Years Sold to the American 
Reflnory Company. 



The New York soldiers who have been 
tilling the Hawaiian hospitals with fever 
patients during the week past, and dy- 
ing off like sheep owing to the neglect of 
the staff and hospital olllcers, raised a 
shout of great gladness on Thanksgiving 
eve when they received orders direct 
from the secretary of war to return 
home. Five hundred men were to leave 
Honolulu by the Australia, sailing yes- 
terday, 300 more following by the Ala- 
meda and the few remaining ones going 
on by the earliest vessels thereafter. 

At the time the just-arrived Miowera 
left the Hawaiian capital there were .'500 
men in all of the First New York regi- 
ment on the sick list, while of Company 
E not a dozen men were lit for duty. 
Petitions from the home towns of the 
New Yorkers, addressed to the President, 
caused the recall. All the cities repre- 
sented in the companies with the excep- 
tion of Albany had joined in a request to 
have the regiment mustered out, and 
there was a veritable jubilee in the camp 
when the news of recall cume. 

Alost of the men were sick and thor- 
oughly disgusted. They will be stationed 
for a few days at the Presidio, and will 
reach home in time for Christmas, being 
mustered out and returning strnighway 
to the arts of peace. When the Miowera 
sailed, carpenters were already at work 
on the Australia arranging for the ac- 
commodation of the i"00 men to go by 
her, all of whom will bunk in the steer- 
age with the exception of the officers, 
who, of course, will have cabin room. 

Supplies for the Alameda's contingent 
bad also arrived at Honolulu prior to 
Thanksgiving Day. It was not yet de- 
termined at. that date just what com- 
panies would be despatched by the Aus- 
tralia; Lieut. Col. Ituhlen being desirous 
of getting: as many convalescents away 
as possible. Companies K and M were 
recalled from Hilo by the first Kinau 
to take the Alameda on the 7th Decem- 
ber. 

The following is given as the complete 
death roll of the United Stales soldiery 
from the 15th to the 23rd instant: Al- 
bert Glnsby, Co. II, First N. Y., a na- 
tive of Hiiighumpton. aged 24; James 
Sullivan, Wyoming Light Artillery, aged 
24: Charles 1-5, Kent, South Oregon re- 
cruits, aged 25; and Raymond B. Dawes, 
Co. C, 20th Kansas, aged 18. 

"The health situation in the New 
Yorkers' convalescents' camp at Wailae 
is becoming ns alarming 11s it was at 
Camp McKinley," says the Star, "with 
no fewer than ;$00 cases of fever in 
various stages of development. Col. 
Harbor is severely criticized for putting 
the infected companies together again at 
Wail ae." 

The transport Pennsylvania sailed fur 
Manila on the 16th and the Newport 
(which had arrived the day previous! on 
the 10th. The departure of the latter 
was made the occasion of a popular ova- 
tion. It was more like the departure of 
an ocean liner than of a transport. There 
was an immense crowd 011 the wharf. 
The number of ladies, officers' wives and 
daughters who were passengers on the 
vessel relieved it of that extreme mas- 
culine appearance which usually charac- 
terize the transports. All had made ac- 
quaintances and friends during their 
short stay. Many bad acquaintances 
among Honolulu people when they came 
Some had relatives there. 

The result was that the decks of the 
Newport as she cast off her lines and 
dropped out into the stream showed 
themselves crowded with lei bedecked 
humanity waving flags and handker- 
chiefs ami adieus and Alohas to a wharf 
crowded with rriends waving back their 
adieus and Alohas. 

* * * 

The Hawaiian planters have contract- 
ed with the American Sugar Refinery for 
the side of the entire sugar output of the 
islands for the next two years, excepting 
only about 75,000 tons which will he 
shipped to the refinery it Crockett, Gal. 
An amount sullic'out fie- the American 
Sugar Refinery at S:» 11 Krunciseo will he 
held at that place, and the rest forward- 
ed to Now York to be used there in com- 
petition with the independent refineries. 

"Yes. we have sold out to the trust ir 
you wish to put it that way," said a 
leading planter interviewed by the Hono- 
lulu Star. " but it was a case of couldn't 
help ourselves. Our first overtures were 
to the Arbueklcs. We wanted to pat- 
ronize the independent refineries, and 
were open In our opposition to the trust. 
Put the Arbuckles would not buy nnd 
the American Sugar Refinery Co. held 
out inducements that no one seemed pre- 
pared to meet. 

"It is not a fact: that the Arbuckles 
are unfriendly or put out because the 
American Sugar Refinery Co. is to re- 
ceive onr next two crops. On the con- 
trary, they appreciate our position thor- 
oughly, and it was their fault alone that 
we did not sell to them. Our deal gives 
the trust a big swing in the sugar mnr- 
ket west of the Rockies." 

* * * 

Permission to abandon Independence 
park as a hospital site ns soon ns other 
quarters can bo fitted up has been re- 
ceived nt Honolulu from Washinpton. 
The surgeons of the camp mid nospitai 
are afraid that the site i°, roo low for 
health .luring the comparatively wct win- 
ter months, \ a obedience to the instruc- 
tions ' oC department Colonel Rublen 
began on the 17th the erection of a new 
hospital building on the Buena Vista 
premises in Nnnnnu valley. The struc- 
ture will he -15 feet wide by 100 feet 
long, and will have side kitchens, surg- 
eons' and stewards' quarters. This will 
give complete accommodations for all 
the sick soldiers. The new buildings will 
take 120, TJuona Vista proper about 100 
and the convalescents' hospital the re- 
mainder. 

"We would not be jammed for room," 
said Colonel Ridden, "were it not for the 
transient patients with which we have to 
deal. Our own situation can be handled 
with comparative ease. It must be un- 
derstood, though, that there are nearly 
a hundred patients left by the various 
transports. As fust ns possible we will 
relieve the congestion bv sending the 
convalescents home. That, too, lias 
heretofore been a hnrd matter. The lust 
China steamer, upon which we expect- 
ed to Bond quite a number, would not 
take a mnn for (he reason that it was 
already jnmmod with passengers from 
the Orient. I expect to be nblo to get a 
good number off bv the Australia." 

The new hospital building is being put 
UP by the engineers Assisted by local 
carpenters. If sufficient outside help can 
be kept: nt work the building will he 
rendy for Rorriee in the course of a few 
weeks.

THE SILVER-LEAD INDUSTRY. 

Other Tarts of Canada Should Make 
Some Sacrifice for the Benefit 
of the Kooteniiy. 

From the Hossland Miner. 

The probability that the International 
Commission, now In session at Washington, 
D,C, will fall to secure the removal or 
reduction of the United States Import duty 
of '2 1-S cents per pound on Canadian lend 
bullion Is a very serious menace to the 
silver-lead mining mid smelting Industries 
of rlie Kooteiinys, The lower grade galena 
mines of this district are absolutely de- 
pendent upon the operation of local lend 
smelters, but If flic smelters are barred 
by the operation <it this tariff from the 
only available market for their product 
— the failed .States refineries— they can- 
not lie operated. 

The prosperity of Kooteniiy depends to n 
(rreut extent upon the development of Its 
silver-lend industry, nnd it is, therefore, 
of very great import mice Hint It be brought 
to Its fullest extent with the least possible 
delay. The III effects of 11 lengthened de- 
lay in the realization of this will affect 
the whole country. 

Something must: be done to save Canada 
from tin* disastrous and far-reacblng ef- 
fect of tlds in lsistent nnd wholly unnec- 
essary duty. The Canadian and liritlsli 
commissioners should make a determined 
effort: to have the tariff removed. If some 
snerfllees In other directions are necessary 
they should be made. 

The West will hold the Courier govern- 
ment responsible If un arrangement Is not 
made sat isflirtory to the silver-lead indus- 
try of Canada. If the cabinet ministers 
who represent Canada In the commission 
fall to do this while at Washington they 
must be prepared to meet the demands of 
tills district for governmental assistance 
for the maintenance of silver-lead smelters 
and refineries In Kooteniiy at the next 
session of parliament. 

Meanwhile it would be well for the peo- 
ple of this province to prepare for the 
worst. Every board of trade and munici- 
pal council from the Rocky mountains to 
the Pacific const should be ready with its 
demands on the federal government for the 
necessary subsidies to create a home mar- 
ket for the silver-lend ore and bullion pro- 
duced In Urltlsli Columbia.

The Jlioweni Arrives from Southern 
1— A "Friday" Too 
Many. 



The crew of the Alaska steamer Uto- 
pia, which bad rach mi ill-starred voy- 
age to Northern ports, have reached the 
Sound. Capt. "White remained by the 
vessel to do what be can. to get her into 
order again, John Sutherland, quarter- 
master of the vessel, gave a Seattle 
Times reporter 11 very vivid account of 
the terrible experiences that befell the 
vessel, and ascribes it to the cool judg- 
ment and experience of dipt. White that 
the crew and passengers came out of the 
three or four days' disastrous events 
with their lives. It -\vns during the night 
of the 17th, off Cape Fansknw, that the 
lire occurred. On that diy 11 stiff north- 
west wind blew until sunset, when it in- 
creased to a gale, carrying with it a 
blinding snowstorm, and rendering the 
weather too thick to see the land. When 
the fire was discovered the engines were 
reversed, for the wind was driving the 
flames so that passage would soon have 
been cut off. The passengers congre- 
gated in the after cabin, and Sutherland 
says they kept remarkably cool. One of 
them, however, Jonathan Weeks, sprang 
into one of the port bouts, which a mo- 
ment later was torn from its fastenings 
by the sea and carried its occupant at 
once to a watery grave. The lire hud 
started under the pilot bouse from some 
unknown cuuse, and before it was got 
under control burned away the steering 
gear and made it necessary to bring the 
relief tackle into use so that the vessel 
could be brought under control. She 
was at once headed for Ferryat bay, 
where temporary repairs were made. 
Two of the passengers, Cameron of Cari- 
boo, B.C.. and a Seattle man, made he- 
roic endeavors in assisting the crew 
during the time that the outlook was 
dark for both the ship and passengers

It appears that 
McGinty made application for hail to 
one official who refused it, but that a 
second one, a magistrate, to whom ap- 
plication was made, granted tin order. 
McGinty, upon regaining his liberty, im- 
mediately disappeared and as there is 
little likelihood of his return, he thus es- 
capes punishment for'bis offence, if lie 
be guilty, 

BIG BEND STEAMERS. — Says the 
Revel stoke Herald: "The subscription 
list for the shares of the proposed com- 
pany to run a line of steamers to the Big 
Bend is being well tilled in town. This 
is a gratifying feature, as on the suc- 
cess with which the project meets in 
Itevelstoke, depend to a considerable ex- 
tent its prospects ia the old country. 

* * * The past history of Koote- 
nay, combined with what is already 
known of the Big Bend, fully warrants 
the idea that exaggeration of the possi- 
bilities of the Big Bend camp is well 
nigh impossible. It is certainly then a 
business proposition to put before capi- 
tal that investment in a company. which 
will furnish access into the Big Bend, 
is one which has every prospect of being 
a pro li table one." 

SAYING ON DOCTORS.— It is re- 
ported from the Cariboo country that 
two or more of the up country physicians 
will not remain where they now are, 
they having received notice that a gov- 
ernment subsidy will no longer be paid 
them after January 1. It is further sta- 
ted that this does not meet with the ap- 
proval of the people in general, as at 
some points it is necessary to have a 
doctor where he can be called in case of 
need, and that without government as- 
sistance no man can afford to remain 
at Qucsnelle or the 150-Mile House. 
The matter should, in the interests of 
all the pCople, be carefully considered.— 
Ashcroft Mining Journal. 

STOEE TOBACCO.— Special Officer 
Chitwood recently took two prisoners 
from Cascade City to the Grand Forks 
jail to serve out a sentence of ^six 
months each, each also being fined $50. 
John Doon, the ringleader, had stolen a 
considerable quantity of tobacco from 
the British Columbia Mercantile and 
Mining Syndicate's st.ue, and hud of- 
fered it for sale in the city. He was 
apprehended by Special Officer Morgan, 
but broke away and had to be recap- 
tured. In the meantime his partner in 
theft, Thomas Florence, was also ar- 
rested, The trial was held before Jus- 
tice of the Peace Rochussen, and the 
evidence being conclusive the two were 
sentenced and taken to the Grand Forks 
jail. 

KASLO BOARD OF TRADE.— This 
hoard at its regular meeting accepted an 
invitation from the Canadian Pacific 
railway to appoint a delegation of its 
members to join un excursion over the 
Crow's Nest Pass branch, to lie run the 
first week in December. Another mat- 
ter taken up WOS the price for Crow's 
Nest coal, which is $0.25 per ton. It 
was represented to the hoard that this 
was a higher price than the company 
was charging either Sandon or Nelson. 
A communication was received from the 
Dominion public works department an- 
nouncing that an appropriation of .$.'(,000 
had been made for work to be done in 
clearing up th" Duncan river of snags. 
It. S. Gallup, Kaslo, has been appointed 
to take charge of the work.

THE PORTLAND'S DEAD. 

An Incomplete List of the Passengers of 
the Lost Steamer. 

Boston, Muss., Nov. 30.— Up to this 
morning, while the total lews of life can- 
not he estimated with any degree of ac- 
curacy, it is known that more than -i00 
persons perished ia Sunday's disaster.

San Francisco, Nov. M.— Gen. Tenuis 
ttcgaiado, head of the revolutionary 
movement in Salvador, has usurped the 
presidency and proclaimed himself chief 
executive of the republic. Such is the 
sensational information that has been 
received in this city. The news wits con- 
veyed in a private cipher telegram re- 
ceived by a prominent banker here, who 
has extensive business interests in Cen- 
tral America. The statement is added 
that Eugenio Arnnjo has been appoint- 
ed general minister, and the affairs of 
the government are now in the hands 
of the insurrectionists. The news is of 
the utmost importance Cor the reason 
that the success of the revolutionary 
forces prevents the formation of the 
Greater Republic of Central America. 
The coalition of three slates had been 
attempted, Salvador, Nicaragua and 
Honduras having agreed to unite under 
one government. Itegalado, who had been 
a general in the artillery service of Guit- 
errez, president of Salvador, wits dissat- 
isfied with the plan and during Gutier- 
rez's temporary absence from Salvador, 
Rngalado managed to gain control of the 
government. 

Such in brief is the news conveyed by 
the cable despatch referred to above. 
Whether Regulndo will be able to main- 
tain his position should Ouiterrez return 
to Salvador, is a matter that future 
events must detenu inc.

From the London Saturday Review. 

ROYAL TACT.— If any one wants an 
instance of tactful statesmanship as op- 
posed to the bombastic ineptitudes of 
the German Emperor we commend to 
his attention a little act of the Emperor 
of Austria this week that has passed 
practically unnoticed. The Emperor's 
Hungarian subjects have been making 11 
special collection for a memorial to the 
late Empress, close upon 500,000 florins 
being promptly subscribed. To show 
his thanks for this in a doubly emphatic 
manner the Emperor has directed that 
the monument shall be erected on the 
prominent site now occupied by the 
Henzi monument. Those who still re- 
member the exciting and heroic days of 
Hungary's struggle for freedom in 18-1S 
will remember that Henzi was the Aus- 
trian general who defended the Castle of 
Often, against the Hungarians, and the 
statue lias long afforded a pr 
acrimonious fault-finding among the 
Hungarian intransigents. 

From the Westminster Review. 

"DOItMl/rrON." — There hills been 
uiueh searching of dictionaries this week 
for the word dormition, but none of the 
morning papers seem able to throw 
much light on. that mysterious spot "la 
dormition de la Sainte Vierge," in Jer- 
usalem, which has been presented by 
the Sultan to the German Emperor, and 
by him handed over to the German 
Catholics for the erection of a church. 
The Times boldly distorted the word in- 
to dorinitoire, which makes one think 
many things about the intelligence of 
the Times olllce. The word is simply a 
reminiscence of one of the countless tra- 
ditions about the death and assumption 
of the Virgin, the legend— an obvious 
monkish imitation of the resurrection 
story— being that she passed into a state 
of "temporary" death for three days, 
and after that was bodily taken up in- 
to heaven. This mort momcntauee was 
called "dormitio," and the place asso- 
ciated with it has acquired the French 
title of the dormition de la Sainte 
Vierge. But the new Lutheran Pope 
will surely not i>ermit the rallying place 
of German Catholicism to be perman- 
ently labeled with a French name! 

A MILITARY BAILROAD.— Last 
week we had occasion to allude to Sir 
Herbert Kitchener as being, though not, 
perhaps, a diplomatist of much foresight 
yet a good soldier. Much admiration 
has been bestowed upon him for stead- 
fastness of purpose, and the energy with 
which he works out his plans. But we 
think sufficient credit lias scarcely been 
given him for his wonderful fertility of 
resource and careful foresight as a gen- 
eral. Eor instance, what a superb con- 
fidence in his own powers is shown 
when he resolved to abandon the line 
of advance via Dongola and the Valley 
or the Nile, in furtherance of which the 
railway had been actually laid down 
to Haunek! All military students who 
were watching the advance in Egypt 
were amazed to hear that the Sirdar 
had decided to start a new line of rail- 
way straight across the great desert be- 
tween Haifa and Abu Hamed. He pro- 
posed in this way to eliminate from hi 
line of communications about 550 mile 
of river, of which nearly 200 miles were 
cataracts or rapids. So totally novel 
was the idea that a most distinguished 
soldier well known also for his military 
accomplishments at a lecture given by 
him on the Soudan, expressed his doubts 
to whether the news of the Sirdar's 
scheme could be correct, since no trust 
worthy survey, or, indeed, any trust- 
worthy information, respecting the coun- 
try to be traversed wns known to exist 
But the Sirdar gave ample proof of the 
care and precision by which he attains 
his objects; for when the railway was 
started it soon became apparent that he 
had full information as to the projected 
lino of advance. So it came about, that 
the construction of 200 miles of desert 
railway was pushed forward with ex- 
traordinary energy and rapidity, the la- 
bor being done by "railway battalions," 
raised, organized and trained by the Sir- 
dar. When the railway was sufficiently 
advanced, the troops from Dongola wore 
sent up-stream, and Abu Hamed was 
captured after a sharp fight. The im- 
mediate results of this were the evacu- 
ation of Berber by the dervishes and its 
occupation by Egyptian troops in Sep- 
tember, 1897. At last we had followed 
Gordnn's urgent warning in 188-1: "Do 
not leave Berber behind you!" A few

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WHALER'S ILL LUCK. 

One of the Wealthiest Owners a Few 
Years Ago Is Now Penniless. 

A San Francisco paper says: dipt. 
•Tames McKenna, who six years ago was 
one of the wealthiest owners of whaling 
vessels in the world, is now practically 
a ruined man. Misfortunes have pur- 
sued him ever since he began to engage 
extensively in the business, and the re- 
cent arrival of his steamer Fearless in 
San Francisco without a single catch 
was the crowning blow. At the begin- 
ning of 1S00 he could have drawn his 
check for $100,000 and it would have 
been paid; now he owns only the Fear- 
less. 

In the season of 1891-02 McKenna had 
in the Arctic the whaling barks Sea 
Breeze, James Allen, John P. West, 
Northern Light and Hunter, the brig W. 
II. Meyer and the schooner Bonanza. 
These vessels cost him in the neighbor- 
hood of $100,000 to fit out. The Sea 
Breeze came back with 10,000 pounds of 
bone, the James Allen with 0,000 pounds. 
The John P. West was burned at Hono- 
lulu, her crew having set her on lire. 
The Northern Light and YVY II. Meyer 
came back clean, the Hunter brought 
back 28,000 and the Bonanza 5,500 
pounds of bone. 

In 1803 the season's catch was a. poor 
one and the Sen Breeze was wrecked on 
the Alaska coast. Then McKenna deter- 
mined to go steam whaling, and in Nor- 
way purchased the Fearless. He and 
Captain John AVitham went to Stock- 
holm and sailed the vessed to the Arctic. 
That was in 1894, and that year Mc- 
Kenna had fitted out only the Reindeer 
and James Allen. The Northern Light 
and Hunter were in Oakland creek. Mis- 
fortune was still close on McKenna's 
heels, however, and both the Reindeer 
and James Allen were wrecked. 

When the news of these disasters 
reached McKenna he determined to have 
one more try at fortune, so, with the 
assistance of his friends he fitted out 
the Northern Light, and she sailed for 
Point Barrow July 3, 1894, in charge 
of Captain 11. Cogan. The Fearless join- 
ed her there, and that year both vesseles 
wintered in the Arctic. 

In 1S05 and 1890 neither vessel took a 
whale, so the bark was sent home. In 
1897, while trying to return to San 
bmncisco, the Fearless, with the rest of 
the fleet, was caught in the ice. The 
other vessels helped the crew of flic 
Fearless out during the winter but the 
men had a hard time of it, and came 
buck with but little money coming to 
them. 

During Captain McKenna's absence 
his creditors took the Northern Light and 
Hunter and sold her. They were after- 
ward put on the run to Ko'tzebue sound 
when the gold discoveries were made 
there.

3. Like tenders are also invited for 
performance during the season of navi- 
gation of 1800 of any portion or por- 
tions of such mail service between Ben- 
nett and Dawson.
